sThe brief introduction says: 

‘These earnest thoughts were’ written 
to be read at women’s meetings. My 
children and friends wish. them pre- 
served in book form. If, by reading 
them, one heart is uplifted'to God, I will 
fee] that I have not lived in vain.”’ 

Perhaps more readers of Mrs. Folk’s 
book will be interested in the essay on 
“How te Train Boys” than on any other 
part of the book. In that essay she 
says: 

“First, boys must have the right de- 
scent. I would not know what to do 
with a bey who traced his ancestors to 
the zoological garden instead of the Gar- 
den of Eden.’’ 

Mothers Need Wisdom. 

‘‘Mothers,”’ she continues, “when ask- 
ing temporal blessings for your boy, re- 
double your prayets for heavenly wis- 
dom. True greatness only comes from 
above. .Is your boy:on the road to 
riches? Well, then, give him Burdette’s 
advice: ‘Don’t. travel the Jericho route 
—unless you are stronger than _ the 
thieves.’ Stay in Jerusalem.’ Wealth of 
character, riches of mind and heart, are 
more to be desired than gold for your 
boy. Prayer, communion with God— 
teach him these. | 

“Wait not until his goul is starved; 
until he becemes a moral’ and physical 
wreck and has gone down to the level 
of brutes; until your own ‘heart has 
winter’s chill, before you give him. spir- 
The supply must be 
bountiful. Merely an occasional view of 
the Glorified One will not keep your boy 
from . faltering under life’s fierce tria's.

All the Tricks of Which Con- 
sumers Are Victims to 
Be. Revealed. 


William Fay, the electrical ‘engineer 
in charge of the. technical investigation 
of consumers’ claims against the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. on ac- 
count of alleged ‘discriminating rates 
and contracts, says the amount Involved 
in the suits to recover the excess 
charges may exceed $500,000. 

The claim of H. P, Tanssig, president 
of the Western ufacturers’ Build- 
ing Co.,; who is at head of the asso- 
ciation of business mén formed to bring 
suits, is: more than $2100. Under the No- 
vember rate schedule Mr. Taussig’s min- 
imum was increased from $50 a month 
to $100, and his rate per kilowatt hour 
doubled. 

The discriminating features of the No- 
vember rate schedule will be shown in 
the suits. It will be demonstrated that 
under the flexible schedule the rates 
for light may vary from 1.65 cents per 
kilowatt hour to $250. The schedule it- 
self permits of an interminable number 
of rates, so that it is practically im- 
possible for even an electricai expert to 
select a satisfactory rate for his client. 

To Demonstrate Injustice. 

The injustice of an arbitrary mini- 
mum monthly charge, based on the con- 
sumers’ installation and guarantee, will 
also be brought out. The minimum 
charge of not lesg than 10 cents for each 
lamp has been the soufce of numerous 
complaints against the electric company, 
as many consumers were thereby com- 
pelled to pay for current they did not 
use. 

The tricks of the electric business, 
such as making a contract with a con- 
sumer on the basis of a fixed installa- 
tion, and then making an inspection and 
increasing his installation and at the 
same time his monthly guarantee will 
all be brought to light. 

It is also known that before the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. bought 
the Laclede Power Co. the two were 
working under an agreement as to rates, 
contracts and certain classes of con- 
sumers. In 1905 there was a rate war 
between the two companies, but this was 
settled and the companies, apparently | 
rivals, were working very smoothly un- 


contracts. 
Had a Biack List, Too. 


‘The same conditions prevailed among 
the constituent companies of Union 
Electric. The objecting customers are 
said to have been apportioned , among 
the different companies. A consumer, 
desiring to quit the service of one com- 
pany, would find, it is said, that he 
could not get service from. any of the 
others. As soon as the contracting com- 
pany was notified that the consumer 
was quitting it sent word to the other 
companies not to take his business. 

Constmers were, therefore, held at. 
the mercy of the - Electric Lighting 
Trust,’ and, as Mr. Fay expresses It, 
“Never had a look in.” * 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. put in effect its November schedule 
in the fall of 1907. The company says. 
that since the schedule became operative 
it has been rigidly adhered to. In the 
trial of the cases it is probable that 
a demand will be made for the produc- 
tion of the contracts of the Missouri 

Athletic Club and the Buckingham 
Club. 

The Buckingham Club recently was 
given a very advantageous contract to 
prevent it becoming a consumer of the 
West End Light, Heat and Power Co., 
which is preparing to enter the western 
district as a rival of Union Electric.

Thinks Burton’ Will Throw 
Influence to Him Four’ 
Years Hence. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.~—In the card: 


of Charlies P. Taft withdrawing. from 
further. consideration t& the Ohio sen- 
atorship, President Roosevelt found war- 
rant for great joy. Now that the fight 
is over no attempt is made at the White 


House to conceal the fact* that Presi- 
dent Roosévelt -regarded Charles P. 
Taft’s attempt to come to the Senate 
as ill-advised and embarrassing both to 
himself and necessarily to his succes- 
sor. 

It is practically admitted here now 
that the most serious difference of opin- 
ion ever existing between the President 
and W. H. Taft arose concerhing the 
candidacy of the Cincinnati editor. The 
President considered himself and his 
administration bound morally to support 
Burton, and the President's constant 
fear was that the continuance of 
Charles P. Taft in the race for the sen- 
atorship would make it possible for Sen- 
ator Foraker to succeed himself. 

Although strenuously denied a year 
ago, the elimination of Joseph Benso:) 
Foraker from public life has been the 
pet object of Theodore Roosevelt for 
more than two years. Foraker’s oppo- 
sition to ‘‘My policies’’. drew-not only 
the President’s official but.his personal 
enmity as well. He*’feels much the 
same way about Senator Brandigee of 
Connecticut. 

Interview Was Misunderstood. 

President Roosevelt expressed himself 
strongly about the Ohio senatorship to 
a friend of Charles P. Taft. who mis- 
took all he said about the danger of 
giving Foraker a chance to return to 
the Senate as expressions of friendli- 
ness toward Charles P. Taft, and so re- 
ported them in Charles P. Taft’s paper. 
The President intended his declgration 
te be understood as applying to the can- 
didacy of Taft, not Burton, but the Taft 
man preferred to understand them as 
favoring tHe editor. 

While the President is rejoicing »wver 
his elimination of Foraker, it is be- 
Aieved Foraker feels well. satisfied to 
have Burton win because in times past 
¢-and Burton have been close pelitical- 
ly and in a general way Burton has been 
more friendly to the followers of For- 
aker than the other sideof the factional 
line in Ohio. For years he openly 
trained with the Foraker element in op- 
position to Hanna and McKinley. 

The impression prevails here that in 
two years from now the Burton influ- 
ence will be thrown to Foraker rather 
than to C. P. Taft, although the influ- 
ence of the Taft administration un- 
doubtedly will be back of the Cincinnati 
editor. 


Cannon Has an Ax to Grind. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1—The practical 
assurance that Theodore E. Burton of 
Ohio will be elected Senator to succeed 
Joseph. B. Foraker has caused some 
anxiety in Washington as to the make- 
up of the next Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee of the House.

It is predicted that Speaker Cannon, 
if re-elected, will reorganize the com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors and place 
a, man in the chairmanship who will 
come closer to following the Cannon 
policy than did Mr. Burton.
